The Cause is a Mystery. 


The cause of the explosion at the nor 
mal school yesterday is an unsolved 
mystery, although tin* matter was care­ 
fully investigated today. 
Prof. Koppel 
was attempting to make a gas for the 
stereopticon lantern, and was using a 
new generator for the tirst time. The 
method is somewhat simple and consists 
of a heavy iron retort, about four inches 
in diameter and eighteen inches in 
length, connected with pipes, part of 
which is a rubber hose, connecting with 
a tank reservoir, the pressure being in­ 
dicated by a gunge. 
The chemicals arc 
put in the retort and heated to the nee 
essary temperature by a gas flame. 
It 
appears that the professor made all 
preparations before calling in the class. 
Up to the time of the explosion tin 
gunge did not indicate any pressure 
whatever. The apparatus was taken 
apart today and everything appeared to 
be in good working order, and no mis 
take had been made by Prof. Koppel in 
making the connections, 
It is possible 
that there was a stoppage in one of the 
pipes, which lichi the gas in the retort, 
causing the explosion 
although noth 
ing of the kind could be found. 
Had 
the pipe been clear the rubber hose 
would have been blown to piece - long 
before the iron pipe. 
Four or five of the 
students were standing within two feet 
of the retort when it exploded,and their 
escape from instant death is little short 
of 
a miracle. Those injured are do 
mg as well as could be expected and 
will soon be able to attend school again.
